For a 
time my anxiety about the result had pre- 
vented me from feeling hunger or thirat ; 
hut by degrees these two enemies attacked 
mc with full vigor, I had oaten nothing 
since my usual dinner hour of Iho pre- 
vious day, the illness which bad attacked 
mc having made me think nothing of sup- 
per, and tho haato with which I had left 
Providence in tho morning having pre- 
cluded the possibility of my eating any- 
thing then.

fiOTDfi points we were wrong, and that uei- 
tier the-offence takcRnor tho retaliation 
practised can be considered as entirely ^in- 
reasonable. 

If an impartial jimericafl were to put 
the case temperately against us, he would 
probably compress it into the ajjsertioa 
that a kindred and friendly natiooj en- 
gaged in a stmggto for the preserTfltiou 
of its Eovereign existence and the fulfil- 
ment of its highest destioiea, dcEerved at 
least active sympathy at our handan He 
would urge thai the Uniuo and its bsti- 
tutions promised inSnite advantages to 
the human race, and that a Con/edemcy 
founded on slavery ought to have been at 
once condemned. He might further say 
that tbe Hepublican party, as represented 
in the Northern States, had always been 
well disposed to Britain^ and that the oo- 
casionai proTOcatioas of which wo com- 
plained had proceeded from those very 
Southern men who had formerly monopo- 
lired political power. and then beraken 
themselves to rebelliou/ These argu- 
ments, we now frankly admit, might all 
have been Bubstanlially ffustaioed, and it 
is also cteafj without our confessioa^ that 
we were mistaken in doubting the power 
or per«islence-of the North in the prose- 
cution of the war, and in antieipaling the 
ultimate Eucce&s of the South through the 
weariness or diBsenaiona of its adversaries. 
To these acknowledgmenta the Americans 
are welcome ; but as they, like ourseivea, 
will have the advantage of time and re- 
flection in a dmiiar retrospeot, they will, 
perhaps, di^^cr gome admi^sibn to be 
made in their^tum. 

That the real genuine disposition of the 
American- nation towards ourselves was 
what Mr, Reverdy Johnson 4escril>ed it 
at Sheffield we do not douht, and if we 
were to trace the resentment of the Ameri- 
cans to ony fijogle feeling, we should be 
disposed to regard it as springing from a 
comparison of their own conscious aympB- 
thies with our mkhifefit want of ayrapaliy 
in the hour of their extreme peril. But 
thongh their chief men assure us, as all 
travellers assure na alsoj of the depth of 
this affection fc* the old country, it should 
not be forgotten that the ordinary and 
visible sigusof American opinion too often 
wore n differenfr complexion. We have no 
desire to dwell-, upon this poinJ^ but if 
there were people in this country who 
doubted whether the aggrandisement of 
the Union would be conducive to peace, 
they might certainly have found justfiica- 
lion in the vie wa which Americana had 
set fortl^. The doctrjnSj again, which had 

be€Q openly professed. jn America on the 
subject of popul_ar insurrection might hove 
been quoted to'defend tlie insurrection of 
six millions of the Americans themselvcs- 
Nor was this view of the case, indeed, over- 
looked or dissembled on tho spot- Wo 
remember well that at a moment when the 
legal rf^ht of scce^iou was flatly contro- 
verted in-the columns of this journal it 
was discu&aed with something very like ap- 
proval in tho United States. There was a 
time when the rising Confederates found 
Ices favour id Britain than in America, 
and if the heroism and skill of the South- 
ern armies afterwards attracted our admir- 
attoQj the Amerioahe need not grudge a 
tribute to tho military (|ualitie3 of their 
own coantrymen. 

Jiowever, even on a balance of ail these 
coDrnderationSj we admit that tliC resent- 
ment of the Americans was natural hut 
wc mu£t al-^ add that wo think its expres- 
sion has-been euHicicntly prolractcd, For 
three years the Oovernmcnt of Washing- 
ton bus kept the dinputo open, even In 
despite of our overtures of peace, Mr. 
ScwJird haa huil^lhe Ealisruclion of reject- 
ing for himself *ind his countrymen a very 
handsome British .proposal, and the inci- 
dent may he set. down to the credit side of 
our ac^ant. |le t;ow, wo are told, cuts 
dl these bygones adrift, cancels all previ- 
ous corrcspon(tfenCD, and empowers Mr. 
Itevcrdy Johnsva'to bring the affair to nn 
end- We linve'no,t troubled our readers 
with any reference to tho technical ques- 
tions of (ho controversy bccau!-;c theso qua"*- 
tions never really impeded the sclllorncnt 
of the dispute. Many nice points of law 
and morality might ho mooted on tho 
flubjcct, and perhaps the international endo 
may he amcmled or improved I^y the light 
of theae negotiations, But if all t^TfttJJle 
negotiotore now dcpiro la to mcasuro faiMy 
by a reasonable standard the liahilitii^fl in- 
curred by Britain In the matter of the 
Alabama, and to asscft-H Ihoso liabilities 
honestly in pounds, ehiliingH, and pence, 
tho problem will bo tho caslcat posaihlo, 
fliid Americans and Britons may enter 
upon new relations of amity and brother- 
hood, ail the more solid and endurinij from 
this innight into each olber'a disposilions,

A Seli-made Man. 



The atory is going the rounds of the 
papers that Mr! Henry Keep intends to 
found aa art gallery in the city of New 
York for the benefit of the public, and 
that, having spent more than a quarter of 
a milhon for the land, h© proposes to ex- 
pend a miliion more in addition on a build- 
ing. Who is Mr. Henry Keep? His bi- 
ography is another illustration of the strik- 
ing changes which take place among cs in 
a few years. As his father died poor, he, 
with his mother, was thrown upon the 
town. His first recollections arc connected 
with the poor house of Jefferson coun^, 

New York. Whea old enough to earn his 
hre^, he was bound to a neighbouring 
fanner, who gave him plenty of hard work 
but no sehooliDg, as he bad agreed to. 
The lad took the work of righting him&df 
in his own hands ^ so gathering up his all 
in bis handkerchief he ran away. 

We next meet him riding a horse on 
the Erie Canal; thus paying bis travelling 
expeufies. Hebringsupat Haoeoye Falls, 
near Rochester, does odd jobs for a miller, 
and then becomes man of all work for Gen. 
Gould. He at once shows his thiifl; iu 
aaving money earned by extra work. Next 

we hear of him investing iu Monroe county 
bonds, which gives him a handsome re- 
turn. Theu he goes into Canada, collects 
silver money, "bringfi it into the States and 
makes his profit. So much patient toil, 
forethought and economy hear golden fruit. 

Next he becomes a banker in Water- 
town, New York, marries and beeomes one 
of the foremost financiers of the town. 
Then we find him among the first brokers 
iu New York, and in the recent election 
of the Chicago aod North-western Rail- 
road Company, he controlled twenty-eight 
out of the thirty millions of stock repre- 
sented thqre, owning himEelf a million and 
a half dollars. 

What a stride this from the paaper hoy 
to the millionaire. But the path from the 
poorhouse to the mansion on Fifth A\"enue 
aud the Presidency of a' great railway is 
one of toil, care and strnggle. The con- 
quest has cost years of earnest striving. 
He is the type of a self-made man» He 
has prodigious self-reliance — rarely aaks 
advice, but relies on his own judgement. 
He therefore leads men. His influence 
in financial circles is very great. One or 
two incidents are told of him as illostraln 
tive of character. Although his transao- 
tiona amount to millions, it is said that he 
keeps no accounts huthis handbook. Du- 
ring the war he main'taiDed that it was the 
duty of every man to stand by the Govern- 
ment; £0 be'inyested very largely in 
United States bonds, and is probably now^ 
a "bloated bondholder."
